I much regret to record the death on December lltli, 1907 of TImkur Dalpat Singh of Rnoti, 
Sailnnn, from acute phtliisis after a brief illness. lie wns removed at the desire or His Highness 
tlio Baja’s State physician, who was sent to tnko charge of the case, to a house in the city, where lie 
died. It was clear almost from the beginning that bis case was beyond the power of medicine. 

Tho Hospital Assistant, Brindaban Chandra Sur, continued to discharge his duties with 
energy and attention. The occurrence of measles again showed the urgent need of n Hospital or 
the isolation and accommodation of infectious cases, but at present the College finances are not in a 
position to afford the oxpcndituio.

The revised Public "Works estimates for the New Buildings exceed the original estimates by 
Its. 46,488/-. The College Fund could lmvo met this by allotting for the purpose most of the 
arrears contribution of Its. 49,000 /- from tlie Government of India, but it is hoped to avoid using 
this, which represents a recurring grant, to meet an extraordinary non-rccurring charge, and to do so 
would be to cripple tlie College resources. Tbe estimates provide for a closing balance of Its. 
47,740/-, but this has only been scoured by abandoning the proposals to build a Sanitarium and 
Squash racquet courts, to fence the College park, and to pave the stables. Had we providccP 
Its. 46,488/- for the New East Wing the balance would have been only Its. 1,258/-. 

Owing to the want of accommodation for boys as well 'as masters the members of the Working 
Committee of April ISth and 14th unanimously decided to devote Its. 10,000 to the construction 
of a 2nd Assistant Master’s house. This will sot free certain rooms in the.Bikaner House now" 
occupied by an Assistant Master, and will accommodate the extra English Mastef, who, it is hoped, 
will join tlie College during the year. 


As far as can be foreseen the accounts for 1 909-10 will give an excess of receipts over expenditure 
of Its. 7,000/-, provided there is no expenditure at all on works or other items of a non-recurring 
nature Even if this excess might be taken as permanent it would bo inefficient for the needs of 
the College. These include : — "/iil 

(a) The acquisition of certain plots of land not College property but lying within the 
College limits, and of a picco of land to the East, to check the approach to the 
College boundary of new and insanitary buildings, and to allow of tbe construction 
of new recreation grounds. 


(6) The construction of a new Boaiding House for the accommodation of boys whose 
States have not provided houses. The existing houses me nearly nil full, and the 
number of boys is rising rupidly, and by Christmas will perhaps reach lbO. 

(c) The construction of a Sanitarium. 

(d) A wall round part, at any rato, of the College park, which is more accessible tlmn ib 

desirable, especially on the city side and from tins Srinagar road. 




(«) Paving of the Stables and provision of a drinking trough. 

(/) A suitable approach from the cricket ground to the New buildings. 

(y) A Mosque for Musnlmnn boys, who have now no special place of worship. This 
perhaps could not bo charged to the College Fund. 

The first three of these are very urgent needs and tlie fourth, owing to the npprojicli of the suburbs 
ot Ajmer, is becoming rapidly more necessary. Tlie cost of these (excluding the mosque) which, as 
Jar as can be foreseen, will be between a lakh and a lakh and a half of rupees, coufd not be met from 
Collcgofunds oven if a yearly balance of Rs. 7,000/- could be anticipated. But the 'fact that the mem- 
bers of the European and Indian teaching staff are ntyrly all on progressive pay, and that the 
College expenditure on establishment for buildings and recreation grounds grows with the increase 
in number of the boys, with no increase in income except from the annual subscription of Rs. 50/- 
from each boy to the Book, Play and Medical fund, shows that so far froidqour being able to antici- 
pate a surplus we must look forward to a deficit iu a few years evon without! any outlay on construc- 
tion or land acquisition,

The only arrears of contribution are R«. 1,481-13-8 from Jnipur. The receipts include nn 
advance contribution of Rs. 593-15-0 from the llhnrntpur Stnte. 

Part of the balance of Rs. 55,451 will lie required to meet a charge of Rs. 8,887 on account of 
the 1st Assistant Master’s house now under construction. 


It is hoped that Government will see their way to exempting the College Fnnd from the yearly 
contribution to the establishment engaged in the office of the Comptroller, India Treasuries, and on 
account of the Police, ns similar exemptions are being allowed to other local bodies. Tho Com- 
missioner, Ajmcr-Merwnra, 1ms licen addressed on this point. 

The Statement of expenditure given nhove docs not include a stun of Rs. 2,969-12-7 expended Expenditure from Im- 
from Imperial Funds upon the upkeep of buildings and roads. To this must be added the extra- l’ 0 " 1 ' 
ordinary expenditure from the special grant of 2 lakhs made by Government to the additions to the 
main buildings. Of this Rs. 1,36,833-7-2 were spent between April 1st, 1007 and March 31st 1908. 


Tho total expenditure from Imperial Funds under nil heads during the year thus amounts to 
I Rs. 1,39,803-3-9.' .. „ 

The cost of the maintenance of the 10 Boarding-houses, including salaries of Motnmids nnd Expenditure by tbo 
servants, (excluding contributionnl works) amounted to 15s. 21,407-11-0. States. 

The cost of the contribution nl works defrayed by the States amounted to Rs. 8,512-10-8, of 
which Rs.4,8Gl-8-5 were expended upon annual repairs nnd Rs. 4 181-2-3 upon additions nnd improve- 
ments to the Hoarding-houses. The ordinary expenditure by the Status thus comes to Rs. 25,709-8-5 
ns against Rs. 20,553-11-3 in 1900-07 mid the extraordinary expenditure to Rs 4,181-2-S. 


The total expenditure by the Stales for the year (exclusive of the annual contributions to the 
Endowment Fund made by certain States) amounts to Rs. 2S>;T)’50-0-8. 

The receipts^ under tho head “Book, Play nnd Medical Fund" derived fiom tho foes of Rs. 50/- 
per annum for each boy, amounted to Rs. 7,000-0-0, nnd are included in the receipts of the College 
Fund. The "expenditure snmpuntcd, 1 to (n) Rs. 3,084-1 1-7 for books, (5) Rs. 2 , 507 - 2-8 for play-

In accordance with the wishes of Colonol W. Loch and the subscribers to the Fund it was 
decided to spend a sum not exceeding Its. 10,000/- on a portrait of Colonel Loch to be htuig in the 
College Hall. 


Mr. Wnddington has arranged for it to be painted by Mr. Briton Riviere, R. A„ at n cost of 

£ 500/-. The picture is exhibited in this year’s Academy, and will he sent out during tho year.

The balance of the fund, with the Vico President nnd the subscribers’ consent, 1ms been invested, 
and the interest will be spent on a Sword of Honour to be presented aimunlly to a selected boy. 

The bnlance of the fund, after providing a silver challenge Cup for the winning honre cricket 
team, has been invested, and tho interest will be spent on silver medals for members of the winning 
team. 


Mr. Waddington is purchasing in England the apparatus necessary nt the outset for the Scicnca

The Diploma Class this year pjoduccd one boy of great merit, — Nnwab MnhbubAli Beg of 
Hyderabad, whoso papers were marked with distinction in every subject but one. One boy fniled. 
Two out of the remainder did very creditably, and were np to the normal standard. TJie average 
percentage of marks wns 50, ns ngainst 52 last year. 

The standnrd of marks wns the same ns tlmt of Inst year. The Table of marks is given in 
Annexurc K. 

The Curriculum of the Post Diploma Class is given in Annexure J. The examination wns 
conducted by the College Stall, assisted by Mr. II. C. Clogstomi, C. I. E. 

The oral examination was bold by Mr. Slicrring and the practical test in Surveying by the 
Revenue Extra Assistant Commissioner. 

The class consisted of three hoys, two of whom passed the examination.

The third, Mahnrajkumnr Pritiii Singh of Banswnra, wns absent for C months of the year on 
sick leave, and could not be examined. 

The valuable prizes given for the Post Diploma and Diploma Classes by Mr. II. V. Cobb, 
C. S., RiMdent, Western States of Rajputann, were awarded to Sabibzada Snrdar Mulinmmnd Ivhnn 
of Tonk, and 1 linker Bhnnwnr Singh of Sninthi, Bhnratpur. 

They were awarded in the Post Diploma Class for the host papers on Administrative subjects 
and for an essay on the duties of a young Jngirdar on coming into possession of an indebted and 
mismanaged estate and in the Diplomn Class for an essay on tho same subject. 

Six of the essays were of considerable merit and the general standnrd attained shows that 
nearly all the boys of these two classes are possessed of a sound understanding of this subject, which is 
perhaps the most important of all for boys of the landowning classes' in a province where the neglect 
of it is one of the principal causes of distress. The thanks of the College are due to Mr. Cobb for his 
generous donation. He and His Highness the Maharajah of Kisliatignrh kindly assisted in looking 
over (he essays. 

The examination of the classes below the diploma was conducted by the College Stall on the 
same lines ns last year, that of classes II nnd III being chiefly by menns of writtcii papers, in the 
lower classes mainly oral. 

In ah,. classes, out of 105 students on the roll 148 were present at the Examination. The 
Udnipnr-.Jmlhpur marriage necessitated the absence of 9 boys, lending nobles of Udaipur and Kisban- 
gnrh from the greater part of the examination.

Mr. Giles’ Report hns been submitted to Government, but bns not reached me. 

TKc Principals of the Chiefs’ Colleges at Lahore, Indore, Rnjkot, and Ajmer met in the nutu^fci 
of 1907,' and submitted a joint report to Government, recommending certain chnngcs in the Diploma 
course. These were substantially supported by tho Director General of Education and ncccptcd by 
the Government of India. They wore adopted in part for the yenr under report, and will be introduced 
in toto in tho year 1908-09. 

They were based largely on tho results of Mr. Wnddington’s discussion with Mr. Giles and 
Mr. Hcskcth, alluded to in paragraph 10 of Inst year's Administration report. 

Briefly summarized the chnngcs are ns follows : — 

Drawing hns been omitted from tho Diplomn Examination, but is retained in lower classes. 
Geometry is no longer n compulsory subject. Arithmetic and History have been simplified. English 
History, Indian History, and Geography have been raised to the same level. The principle hns been 
lnid down that English History should bo taught Tilth special reference to the dototfopment of cons- 
titutional liberty and the growth of the British Empire, that it should be treated on* broad lines to 
the end of tho 18th century, after which important imperial and social questions should be examined 
in greater detail. In the same way only the salient features of Indian History arc to be regarded 
up to Clive’s Campaigns, after uhicli the rise and effects of British dominion will be carefully studied. 

In Geography a general knowledge of the world is prescribed, and detniled knowledge of the 
British Empire and India. 

An English essay lias been added, and a paper on current events and matters of general 
interest. : . « 

In tlie Vemnculnr examination petition rending hns been introduced. This is important for 
boys of the class that comes to the College. 

The Administrative Course now consists of (n) Lnw, including Whitworth’s Lnw Lectures 
Fraser’s Notes on Jurisprudence, and the elements of Hindu and Muhammadan Lnw. (6) Political 
Economy, Land Revenue, and Surveying. No text-book is prescribed for Political Economy, but 
the ground covered is that of F. A. Walker’s 1st lessons in Politicnl Economy. In land Revenue 
no common course is possible. 

A common Diploma examination for the Chiefs’ Colleges ns recommended by the Conference 
of 1904 hns been instituted. The curricula, which were formerly in mnny respects alike, have now 
been completely assimilated by the prescription of two common Text-Books in ^English for nil 
Colleges, a common course in Sanskrit, Porsinn, Hindi, nnd Urdu for tho Aitcliicon nnd Mnyo 

Colleges, nnd, ns far as local conditions admit, a common course for nil Colleges in Administration: 

viz Law, Political Economy, and Land Revenue. The maintenance of this comiAon Examination-’’ 
is, in Mr. Waddington’s and my opinion, most important on account of the stimulus it nffords to' 
rivalry between the Colleges, and because it forms a common stnndnrd for testing the tonchingof the 
Colleges and as such enhances the value of the Diploma examination. The value of the Diploma with 
Distinction has been raised by a rule that it should be granted only to n candidate gaining 2/3 of the 
aggregate of marks assigned for the examination. - 

‘P 

The 2nd year of the Post Diplomn Class was started with one boy nt the beginning of the 
year, but his prolonged illness led to its discontinuance. . There will be two boys in this clnss in the 
ensuing year. The question of n Higher Diploma, which hns been under consideration of the 
Government of India since Juno 1907, bns not yet been decided. 

My experience corroborates Mr. Waddington’s opinion that though’ the existing Post Diploma*’ 
course is of great practical value to the boys, the postponement of its recognition by Government as ‘ 
equivalent to a B. A. will tend to cause the withdrawal from tho Mayo Collcgo of the most able boys, 
who will proceed to other Colleges, where their surroundings and influences will be less beneficial. 

Mr. Sharing, Vice-Principal, and the Drawing Master have revised the drawing course for 
all classes below the Diploma, and new text-books nnd a scheme of instruction in colour-work will 
be introduced gradually during the next two years, beginning in July. New English Readers for 
the lowest classes are being introduced at the beginning of next term.

10. Tlic College maintained its reputation nl game-?. Mr. Slicrring the Vice-Pllncipal, 
Mjy.Mndden, Mr. Williams, and the Indian Staff gave unremitting assistance in coaching the boys. 
MV. Bulsnra, the cricket professional, has been unsparing of bis time and 1ms done valuable' .service 
outside the scope of his regular duties. 


The number of Cricket Elevens at tho end of the year was G, and the total number of matches 
played was G3. Tho Combined Cricket Eleven of Stnff nnd boys played 7 mntchcs during the 
year, winning 3, losing 2, and drawing 2. 

The boys’ first Eleven, captained by Snhihzndn Sardar Muhammad Ivban of Tonk, played 15 
matches, winning 9, nnd losing 5. The 2nd Eleven played 10 mntchcs, winning 7, and losing 1. 
The 3rd Eleven played 10 matches, winning 4, and losing •!. The 4th Eleven played 8 matches, 
losing G, and drawing 2. Tiie 5th Eleven played 7 lnntches, winning 5, and losing 2. The Gth 
Eleven played G matches, winning all of them. Out of the G3 matches plnycd by all the tennis, 
34 were won, 20 lost, nnd 9 drawn. One century was scored for the boys’ 1st Eleven.

The boys’ first XI defeated the Aitcliison College XI on the Ajmer ground, nnd won the 
Cricket Challenge Cup from all schools competing in the Itajputann Sciioois Sports. 


V Tlic Rnjknmnr College. Rajkot, wero again unable to send teams to Ajmer during the yenr, 
and the Imperial Cadet Corps could not arrange an athletic meeting. 

The tournament with the Indore Club, including the Daly College, was not held, owing to tho 
outbreak of measles. 

3 1 matches were played, ns against G7 last yenr. 

Tho boys’ first XI, captained by Mnhlmb Ali lleg of Ilydernbad, played 9 matclirs, winning 
4, losing 2, nnd drawing 3. 


The second XI played 3 matches, winning 1, losing 1, ami drawing 1. The third XI played 
G matches, winning 0, nnd drawing 1. The fourth XI played G matches, winning 4, and drawing 
2. The fifth XI played 5 matches, winning 3, losing 1, nnd drawing 1. 'J’lie sixth XI played 5 
matches, winning 4, and drawing 1. 

Out of 34 mntchcs played in all, 21 were won, 4 lost, and 9 drawn. G8 goals were kicked by 
the College teams and 8 against them. The first XI drew with the Aitcliison College nnd were 
defonted only by the winners in the Raiputnim School Sports. 

In February tho Aitcliison College visited Ajmer. The Mayo College won the cricket by an 
innings and GI runs, drew the football, won tho tentpegging (single, nnd by sections of four), the 
three tennis doubles, and one out of three singles, nnd every event in the Sports except the Mile. 

. Rules for future use wore drawn up and agreed to by the Frincipnls of both Colleges for 
the marking and regulation of the different events in tho tournament for the Silver Challenge Shield 
presented by the lvotir Sahib of Patiala. The Shield, competed for this year, for the first time was 
won by the Mayo College. ' 

A cricket match was played at the time of tiie Prize-giving against the team of Old Roys 
captained by His Highners tho Mnlinrao of ICotali, resulting in n victory for the Old Roys by 7 
wickets. Several cricket, 'tennis, nnd Football matches were played ngainst the Xasirnhad and 
Ajmer gymkhanas. _ : ! ' . 

In tiie Tennis the College pairs Won G out of 7, matches. 

The usual competions between the llonrding Houses took plnec. The Portmnn Challenge 
Cup for Cricket, the Football Cup, . and the Tug o'f War wero won by the Tonk House, nnd tiie 
• Tent-pegging by tho Jhniawftr House,- occupied by tiie Central India hoys. The open Tennis and 
Racquets Singles wero won by His Highness the Malinrnja Holker. The Annual Riding comjietion 
for Juniors was won by ICanwar Pritlii Singh of Hera. Tho Seniors showed an exceptionally high 
-stnndard of horsemanship. Tho test of riding nn excitable horse over jumps without stirrups failed 
to differentiate between 5 hoys, whose riding was faultless. Failuro on the part of some to take all 
(heir pegs tent-pegging led to tho prize being awarded to Knnwar Sardar Singh of Knnota. 

Tho shooting competitions were held ngain in April with now Army Pattern niinintnre-rango 
ties. The Seniors’ prize was won by His Highness the Maharaja Hoikur with a scoie of 110 out 
f a possible aggregate of 140, his score nl tho moving target being 30 out of. 55 . The Juniois 
rize was won by Snhibzadn Muhammad llnyal Khan of Tonk.

The bouses now contained a sufficient number of boys to allow football and-’ cricUt matches 
to be played 11 aside for the first time. ' ■ 

The Monitors have been four in number, the head Monitor being Sahibzndn Sardar Muhammad 
Khan of Tonk, They have held weekly meetings, at which papers have been read/ and on ont^ 
occasion rendered me valuable assistance in conducting an enquify into an alleged case of ill -doing, 
which fortunately was found to be groundless. ■ 

Common messing has made a certain advance during tho year. The economy of the system *» 
fully realized in the Bikaner and Jodhpur houses The chief difficulty in the way of its adoption 
is the difference in the standard of living between rich and less well-to-do boys. 

Mr. and Mrs. Goodwin again kindly consented to judge the merit a of the different house 
gardens, and placed those of Ajmer, Alwar, and Jhalawar first in order of merit. At the Ajmer 
Flower Show the College Gordons scoured 41 prizes. , ' ,

The College Magazine has this year again been ‘conducted by Mr. S. F. Madden. It * 6 
intended in the future to include in it portraits of His'jjajesty the King Emperor, and other mem- 
bers of the Royal Family and other sovereigns connected with them, and photographs of the Royal 
Palaces in England.

* 1". • Tlic Annual Prize-giving took place on November 11th, lOOS. The Hon. Mr. Colvin. 

Vhe-PrCsident of the College anil Agent to the Goiernor-Gencral in Rnjputnna, pre-idod, and 
a large gathering of Old Hois and visitors was pre-ent, including Their llighne-«es The Mahamj is 
of Barmin, .lodlipnr, Bikaner, and Alwar, the Maharao'ot. Kotali. the Raja of Sailana. the Itaia 
of Xar-ingnrh and Major General Park. Mr. Wnddington, Hie Principal, resiewed the year's work 
and gave a short resume of the History of the College during his five year.’ tenure of oflire. The 
Inis delivered recitations in prose and poetry in English, Persian. Sanskrit, Hindi, and Urdu, 
after which Mr. Colvin distributed the Diplomas and prizes. His Excellency the Viceroy's prize 
for the head boy of the College was non by Kanwnr Takht Singh of Mabisar, Jaipur, anil Her 
Excellency Lady Minto's prize for the best all round Athlete by Kannar Gnlali Singh of llogera, 
Eiknner. The proceedings closed with a speech by 51 r. Colvin, in which he spoke of the striking 
progress made by the College dining Mr. Wiiddington’s principnlship and paid a tribute to the 
inlnalifc services rendered bv him to the institution. He alluded incidentally to the Daly College, 
and expressed the good wishes of the Mayo College, its elder sister, for its future prosperity. 


The fourtlv (decting of Old Boys took place at the timc'of the Prize-giving and was attend- 
ed by about 30 Old Boys, including Their Highnesses the Maharajas of Bikaner and Alwnr, the 
Mabnrno of Kotali, the Raja of Nnrsiugarh and the Rana of Barwani. 


On the Inst day His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur gave a Gymkhana for the College 
hoys and was At Home to the residents of Ajmer and Nnsirnhnd, and in the evening entertained all 
the boys in the College at dinner. 

The Working Committee met at the College twice during the year, in November 1907 and 
April 1908. They inspected some of the Boarding houses, the Cadet Corps, and the boys at work 
nnd play. . . 

At the first meeting they passed resolutions recommending the appointment of Pandit 
iBnlnki Ram as College Shnstri and urging the payment of pension to three members of the old 
College teaching Staff for the periods before August 1st 190-1, expressing a hope that the College 
funds might be made liable for the proportionate share due in respect of service before that date. 
The question will be laid before the General Council. The Committee also considered nnd recorded 
their opinion that u Sanitarium and Squash Racquet Courts were desirable, and that the cost should 
be included in the Budget, ordered estimates to be prepared for paving the Stnble Court Yard nnd 
' fencing the College Park, These lour schemes liovo had to be abandoned for lack of funds. 


At their second meeting the members present agreed to my proposals as to terms to bo 
offered to Bulnki Rnm ns College Shnstri. These lie hns now accepted. They also exnmincd the 
budget, allotting 10,000/- for a 2nd Assistant Master's house, and, owing to lack of funds, 
striking out the allotments, which they had previously recommended, for Sanitarium nnd Squash 
Racquet Courts. They recorded their unanimous opinion that the College fuuds should not he 
burdened with the cost of constructing the Assistant Master’s House, that the financial condition 
of the College should be discussed in detail Ijy the General Council at their meeting in the autumn, 
that an increase in tlic number of English Masters was in the highest degree desirable, that llic 
construction of another boarding house, impossible for lack of funds, was an urgent necessity, that 
till, acquisition of tlf* laud referred to in p.uugrnpli 7 above wns desirable, and that the attention of 
certain States in Cenlrn^indin should be invited to Resolution V. jmge 10 of the proceedings of the 
^inference of Chiefs' College' held in 1901, in which it was left to the generosity of the States 
to contribute to the College fuiids, 'nnd it was decided to levy no fees from them. The members 
present also fixed on sites for the Sanitarium,- 2nd Assistant Master’s Ilou-e, and the proposed 
new hoarding House. In view of the difficulty of obtaining a quorum for the Working Committee 
the members expressed a wish' Hint such ]<oints raised in Mr. Collin’s letter 211 of June 15th 1907, 
to the Secretary to the Govermni'i’it'of’India *in the Foreign Department, ns did not necessitate a 
reference to Local Governments, mid especially the question of the revh-id constitution, might Is* 
decided ns «nnn as possible. They also Jiolil that the question of fees, in view of t lie strong ijews 
expressed nt the Chiefs’ Colleges ConfcrUJt^.cf 1901, .should not be robed for the present. 

No meeting of the General Council was held during the year, owing to the time of meeting 
having been changed from the spring to the autumn.

Director General of Military Works in India, ^id 
Mr. C. Hobhouse, Under Secretary of State for India. The Hon. Mr. Colvin paid numerous visits 
to the College. 

14. The College Staff, owing to Mr. Twiss’s illness and absence on leave for 3 months in all, 
and to the increasing number of boys, was below what is required for efficient in st not ion and super- 
vision. Mr. Williams having been transferred to Bajkot, the proportion of boys to English 
Masters will he about 48, against an average of 23j|- at the other Chiefs’ Colleges, next term. 
When it is considered that the masters will be doing from 22 to 24 hours in school, which the 
Director General of Education considers to be the maximum that a master should do, and hnve to 
prepare their lectures, are present at games, mornings and evenings, for 2 or 3 days a week at the 
least, inspect the boarding houses and exercise a close supervision over the house and boys’ accounts, 
it will be realized that the number of English Masters will not he adequate to secure their perso- 
nal knowledge of the boys and influence over them, one of the most imports^ features of tlie 
College system. It is to be hoped that the English Staff may be raised to a totaTof at least seven, 
to give tlie College, with its rapidly rising numbers, the proportion of the other Chiefs’ Colleges. 
It is also very necessary to increase the Indian Staff, if the teaching is to be maintained at a high 
level. More teaching is done by unqualified instructors than is consistent with efficiency. The 
English and Indian Teaching Staff hnve been very hard worked, and the best thanks of Mr. 
Waddington and myself are due to them for their unremitting energy in school and on the play 
gtound aud for the chectful assistance they have afforded to ns. Our acknowledgments nro also 
due to the Motamids and tutors not on tlie regular teaching staff for tlie time which they have 
ungrudgingly given to teaching and supervision.
